"Tile atom ic bomb is of little value

said. 
‘T o r th a t kind of force is necessary 
to protect o ur shores, to overcom e 
any attack and to enable us to move 
forw ard and direct the bomb against 
the enem y’s own territory." 
Specifically he asked th a t m ale 
cit ire us en ter th e year's train in g p e ­ 
riod eith er at th e age of IR or al 
th eir graduation from high school, 
w hichever is later. In any event, he 
said, the train in g should begin be­ 
fore th e young m an Is 20 
Optional Age 
Seventeen year olds who had com ­ 
pleted th eir high school course would 
be eligible to s ta rt th eir train in g a t 
th a t age if th eir p aren ts consented. 
"I urge th a t th e C ongress pass this 
legislation p ro m p tly - while the d a n ­ 
ger is still fresh In our m ln d a -w hile 
we still rem em ber how close we 
cam e to destruction four years ago 
—while we can vividly recall the 
horrors of Invasion w hich our Allies 
suffered—and while we can still sec 
all the ravages and ruin of w ar." the 
P ie*ld e n t declared. 
All young m en, Mr. T rum an a s­ 
serted, should be Included in the 
train in g program , w hether physical­ 
ly qualified for actual com bat serv­ 
ice or not He urged no exem ptions 
for occupation, dependency "or for 
any oilier reason except total phy­ 
sical disqualification." 
Place For Alt 
"T here should be a 
place into 
which every young A m erican can fit 
in the .service of our country," said

“It Is only by stren g th th a t we 
can im press th e fact upon possible 
fu tu re aggressors th a t we will tol 
cra te no th re a t to peace or liberty."

“T he

difference

ing no train in g how ever," the P resi­ 
d en t declared, "is th a t in tim e of 
em ergency, those who would be se­ 
lected 
for actual m ilitary .service 
would already have been basically 
trained 
"T h at difference m ay be as m uch 
as a y e a r’s tim e. T h a t difference 
m ay be th e m argin betw een the sur 
vlval and the destruction of this 
great nation." 
U nder his plan, th e President a s­ 
serted, provision should be m ade 
w ithin the arm ed services to help 
train ees im prove th e ir educational 
statu s. 
"T he year of universal training 
should provide 
am ple opportunity 
for self im provem ent," he continued. 
"Some p a rt of the train in g could be 
used to develop skills w hich would 
be useful in future civilian life ju st 
as such skills have been developed 
during the present w a r"
